THE HORRORS OF A FRENCH 
COAL MINE. 


Tux coal mines of St. Etienne are very deep, ranging 
from 1,200 to 2,090 feet. If tho men desceud by ladders 
it takea from forty to fifty minutes to reach the bottom ; 
if by cara or cages, lowered by machinery, six minutes, 
and they are nearly suffocated by tho displaced current 
of air. 

When they alight they have often to walk 2s much as 
a mile to reach the gallery in which they work, creeping 
at times in passages so uarrow and low that they have to 
bend nearly donble; feeling their way as they go to 
avoid tambling into ruts filled with watcr, or knocking 
their brains out against projecting pieces of wood and 
stone. : 

The niches or alcoves in which they place themselves 
to continue the excavation are not high enough to allow 
them to stand upright; as soon as the miner—or piqueur, 
as they call the man who strikes at the coal wall— 
reacues this hoic he hangs his lamp above him, places 
a bit of board on his head to protect it from the drip- 
ping moisture, and with his back, legs, and shouldera 
soaking in icy cold water, proceeds to break the coal 
above him, blinded by the falling fragments aud choked 
by the dust. 

The first gang enters the mine at 4 a.m., remaining 
below twelve hours, when it is relieved by the rext 
party. ‘There is no cessation of labour, except on Sun- 
days. The fires working the machinery are never allowed 
to go ont. Ju some of the galleries tho heat is so exces- 
sive that it is well nigh intolerable. A burning sweat 
mixes with the dropping water ; the coal is warm to the 
touch ; the lamps burn dimly. 

Suddenly, at a bend or lateral opening of another 
trench an icy blast freezes the wet clothes to the skin. 
In the ascent and descent the miner is invariably ex- 
posed to a sprinkling of drops, which occasionally swells 
toa shower. He assumes a special costume at the mouth 
of the pit, the same for men and women; it is difficult 
to distingaish age or sex in the obscure promiscuity of 
the shaft, aud the black coating which ost at once 
obliterates the features add to the confusion, 

The pay of the ordinary workman varies from three 
shillings and sixpence to five shillings a day, according 
to the amonnt of coal they send up to the surface, but 
they have to interrupt the poe cenuaction to id the 
planking and the propping of the gallery as they advance, 
and they are fined it this work, so essential to the 
securivy of the mine, is not effectually done.

GENERAL GOURKO, 


Rvssia’s Geeatest Soupigr. 


Wnuen the big continental war, which everyone is 
expecting, oomes apon as, one of the most prominent 
figures in it will assuredly be Genera! Gourko, the irun 
solcier wuo is at present entrusted with the ever-ticklisb 
task of maintaining Rusciau authority iu Poland. He 
may not uulikely bave to bear the Lruut of the first 
atiack on the sustrian frontier’? and, whether his camn- 
pagu be an offensive or ad fensive one, it ts certein 
ne ili pcquit bunself with zed aod distiuction. 

tle is a type, perhaps au ¢ 
Russian soldier, Hu baw all tne aivagery wad wild 
hrntality chat are traditivn lo among the Crack. 
hierey, or pity, or eny of the tendorer feelings. are 
entirely foreigu w hw nature, and he has always looked 
upon all his subordinates, nay, even him-cif, as mere 
pawns to be utilised in che test maaner possible for the 
{nrtherance of a geueral policy. At the same tiuie he 
has the most rigid uotions of duty and a ceriatu rough 
patriotism, which is magnificent in its way. 

Soldiers are born, nut made. and Gourko. if anyone, 1s 
a born soldier. He coon attracted the Ozur's atteation 
asa emart an) reliible officer, and even as a boy many 
stories were told of his reniarkable pluck and almost fou!- 
hardy disregard of danger. Wis promotion was accozc- 
ingly very rapid, In 1465 he was put im command of the 
mounted Gresaciers of the Imperi.! Gua:d, Tu 1374 ha 
was promcted to the rank of Lisutenani-General, and 
entrusted with tio comand of the i'ylt division of tho 
Grad. ; 

During these vears of ponca he displayed extraordiaary 
vigour iu getting bis soldiers into crim for actual warfare. 
Ho hada yood meuy origiual ideas of his own about the 
best method of preparing men foe wat, theories, which 
though very likely to be of eervice to the development of 
the army, and their practics} treining for a cumpaign,

were in keeping with his natural recklessness and in: } raure thau aayone ely, is qualif

diderence to human iife. 

One of his pet theories was that young soldiers were of 
no use for active fightiug antil they bad been for eome 
time nnder fire, and bad got accustomed to bear the 
whistlicg of builets all around thea; go he ender :our-d 
to introduce the practice of tesu:nz one ball cartricge for 
every ten blanks a the annua) -mancuvres. 

A few wen might be killed, he admitted, But thi« 
would be amply com exsated for by the training which 
the others ould receive. Tho skirmishers vou'd take 
care to chouse cover better if balls were flying bers aud 
thero, and the reevuits would Lo much steadier when the 
timo cams for them to tite pact in their first real fi.ht. 
Besides, he added grimly, it would be just us well tha: 
the ainbulance should ulso be kept im practice at the 
manceuv'es, 

Tohis yrest annoyzace, he was never able to persundo 
the authorities to pui this scheme into prautice, but 
another plan of bis, a littl {exa ferociously conceived, 
was tried for a time with somewhat serious resuits 
Ho had pointed out that) when cavalry churyed infautr7 
in a sham batilc, a halt was given at avout a burdred 
yards from the line of bayonets, with the result that the 
troop horses very soon got to know whut was expected of 
them, and were slackening epeed for the svarp pull up 
jost at the time when, in a real fight, they onght to bo 
gathering themselves for the lari decisive shock. 

His argument was that men and horses ought to make 
themselves acquainted wits the seusation of never riding 
at anything without going either through it or over it 
To put this idea into practice, he proposcd that in a 
charge at a sham fight the cavalry should rid straight 
into the infantry, the infantry breakiug ap at the list 
moment and iettiny the horsemen pass theongh thir 
ranks, 

When this was tried, everything wert smoothly at first, 
but he soon got impotient with those in conwand of tho 
infantry for giving the signa! to break line too soon. * 
be took the command of it himself. aud made experi- 
ments to see how fine he covid cut things by giving the 
order to retire at the very last possible moment. The 
result of this form of amnusement waon very great numer 
of casaalties, and orders came frum bead-quartcrs that 
the experiment was not tu be repeated. F 

His training of the cavalry 1s very complete, with the 
view of its operating on all ignds of ground. It is taught 
to jump deep ditches and high hedyes in cloxe order, to 
swim across lakes aud rivers, and perform all kinds of 
circus tricks, The men are aiso trained co fight on foot. 
and several of tho regiments run the infaptry very close 
in target practice. I'he Russian hurses mova very 
smoothly, and the fatigue of riding them is so slight that 
the men. need never tire of it befure their horses do. 
Fifty or sixty miles ride in a day is thought nothing of, 
and really does not cause any great fatigue or inconve- 
nience even to those who have not ridden for long. 

The dangers to which he liked to expose his eoldiera, 
he never songht to shun himself ; and there are endless 
stories of the reckless anconcern with which he would 
constantly cxpose himself to all manner of unnecessary 
dangers,

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Once, when he was looking after the firing of sorthe 
soldiers, he tool: itinto bishcad that they were much too 
careful to keep out of the way of possible bulleta, and, 
someone having remarked that aobody could crosa the 
ground where the shooting was oing on, ho qnictly 
replied thet » toldier could go anywhere, and added thai 
even where the bullets came thickest the danger was not 
so terrible as people imagin.d.

Lefore the Russo-Turxi-h Wae Gourko had only mado 
hiraself kuowa by che stcra disciphiae which he exacied 
foo the oops in garrison, aud by the uunsual theories 
of warfare to which be bad given expression, Ue haa 
never secn any real dghting, unlise moss of vie other 
Russian generals, who had received tavir baptism cf fire 
either in toe Crimes, tho Caucasus, or Turke~tun, and 
there was a good deal of curicsity to se huv the rouny 
theoris:. would come off in the field. ‘he Emperor 
Alexiider bad a very high opinion of him, and gave 
bir all the opporwunities he could desire to distinguish 
Laroself. 

He etarted in command of a small column composed

was uot marked on the maps, and which the 'Tarks, con- 
sidering it impracticable, had neglected to defend. The 
path was only made practicuble for light artillery by 
days aad nights of hard work with the pick. and even 
then oue of the guns rolled over the precipice into tho 
stream below. 

When Gourko had marched his column through this 
nsrrow path into the beautiful Valley of Roses at 
Kazanlik, where the famous Otto of Rusez is made, the 
Turks were completely taken by surprisa They couid not 
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in the least understand how he had managed to get across 
anperonived, and almost thought thet he must have flown 
over the Balkans, 

When reinforcements came in from Montenegro 
Gourko and bis soldiers had to withdraw over the mouu- 
tuins, but not before they bad accomplished a great deal 
of damage and tiie Shipkxa Piss was in the hands of the 
Russians. Ina campaign of six months Gourko twice 
forced the line of the Balkans, which the Turks had 
consideted tmpregnablc. He did it fret in the heat of

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THE WAY COCHINEAL IS 
OBTAINED. 


Everyons knows that cochineal is obtained from aa 


insect, but it is not everyone that knows where the 
insect comes from, or how it grows. 


The species is known as the Coccus, and it lives upon 
cactus plants of Mexico and Guatemala, to 


Both the plant and the insect have beon successfully 
introduced into the Canary Islands, Australia, Java, and 


oe but, curiously enough, all attempts to produce 
itona i 


e scale in India have resulted in failure. 
A few years ago I had an opportunity of walking 
through a large plantation of the cacti in Guatemala, 
and examining the dye in its embryo state. 
The greater portion of each se plent is simply 


parate 
one mass of dark brown patches, where the little ctea- 


tures are clustered ther, and away from which they 
never move from their birth till the day on which they 
are taken off and roasted. 

The male cochineal insect is of a bright red colour, 
and is supplied with a pair of wings; it is from the 
wingless female, however, the colour of which isa deep 
brown, that the dye is obtained. 

The insect is extremely small, no ee 
of them going to uce one pound of the dye eta: 

About June, when the rainy season commences, the 
branches containing the myriads of females are cut, and 
stored in large wooden sheds to protect them from the 


weather. - 

--When October arrives the plantations are stocked once 

more, by placing little nests of fibrous substance, each 

containing some twenty females, on the spines of the 
The eggs are deposited, and in a few weeks the 

young have spread over the plants, where they remain 

until December, when the first crop is gathered. 

The insects are heaped up on trays, placed in an oven 
heated to 150° Fahr., and afterwards dried in the sun, A 
hot iron is sometimes used it of an oven, and gome- 
times boiling water; it all depends upon the kind of 
cochineal required. 

A certain quality is known as silver, another as black ; 
se an inferior sort of dye is known to the trade as 
4 xy.” 

Aniune dyes have injured the cochineal trade to an 
alarming extent. In addition to the price of the latter 
falling one-half, the quantity ex from countries of 
which it formed the staple industry, has enormously 
decreased. 

As an example, take the Canary Islands, The amount 
exported in 1869 was 6,310,600 lbs, valued at £842,921 ; 
while in 1330 only 1,450,000 lbs., of £78,521 value were 
sent out.

dry land of this world is a fixed, or 
practically a fixed, quantity, the numberof human beirgs 
which have to exist upon it isa steadily, and, in the latter 
decades at any rate, a rapidly-increasing quantity. 

According to the best statistics, the present population 
of the may be put. at 1,600 millious, who divide 
amongst them the 514 millions of square miles of land 
eurface. But we ali know that very large sections of 
this land surface are, for the purposes of food production, 
valueless, and it is proteliy 8 liberal estimate to say 
that 40 millions of acres of land comprise the total life- 
sustaining area of this world of ours. 

But even this area gives something over eighteen acres 

head of fairly good land, on the a' to every 
uman being—man, woman, and child. It would pro- 
bably be safer to say that one acre of average land per 
the world over, would be to provide the 
barest maintenance, [ven on this allowance, it is clear 
that there is not as yet anything like overcrowding, 

Another side of. the picture, however, is the growing 
tendency of populations to concentrate in certain 
centres; aud with the metropolis ng er into four 
counties ; Manchester and Liverpool having their out- 
stretched arms almost within hand-grasping distance; 
and other vast districts along our railway lines showing 
continuous towns for miles—a condition of things is con- 
ceivable when, with commerce revived and indastries un- 
impaired, this country might become one vast town. And 
in this view, a few flights of figures as to ita capacity for 
mere residential purposes, assuming ample life-maintain- 
ing supplies from outside sources, may be of interest. 

After all, the human family, if it could only be got 
together, is not of a pec — itude. 
Some time ago, a paragraph went the round of the papers 
to the effect that somebody had discovered that the 
entire population of the earth could find standing-room 
on a space equal to the surface of Lake Geneva. 

To the great majony of readers, however, this conveys 
but a vague idea. <A far more interesting and curious 
illustration may be found at home. Yorkshire, though 
the largest of our counties, is only one-tenth or there- 
abouts of the area of England and Wales, and a i- 
mately an 8,600th part of the whole dry land of 
the earth, or a 6,600th part of what may be termed the 
aveilable dry land area. 

Yorkshire, according to the latest data, has a popula- 
tion of tbree millions, which gives one and one-third 
acres per head. But Yorkshire contains 18,792,950,400 
square yards, which, after deducting the odd 792,950,400 
squaro yards for rivers, main roads, water-ways, etc., 
would leave twelve square yards for every human being. 

Allowing the usual average of five téE dwelling, 
this would mean 800 millions of dwellings; and allowing 
a modest, but in every way comfortable cottage house 
with two living rooms, and a small kitchen on the ground 
floor, and a yard for each such family, they could 
all be placed on the soil of Yorkshire; and, with the 
very decent average of forty square yards to each house 
and ten equare yards for space, there would be left 
another 3,000 millions of square yards for side streeta, 


passages, etc. 

To put it broadly, in fact, the whole population of the 
earth could be housed in Yorkshire wich leas crowding 
than now prevails in many of our large cities. 

If we were a little more liberal, and took the whole of 
England and Wales as our residential quarter, we could 
accommodate the world’s population, together with 
adequate space for the production of all its manufac- 
tures, under citcumstances of far comfort than 
now prevail in probably any part of the world amougat 
tho purely labouring classes. 

The figures are very simple. The 800 millions of 
dwellings would now be entitled to something over 600 
square yards of land per house. -Think of it, ye dwellers 
in Whitechapel and §pitalfields! Give each ee a six 
yerds frontage with ten yards depth and you have ample 
intexnal space. Then let each house contribute seventy- 
two yards to road area, and the streets will average 
twenty-four yards wide, There will still be 470 square 
yards per house unappropriated. 

Give each house and garden space 270 aquare 
yards, and there will be an interval of ninet at 
the back separating each row of houses, The of 
200 aquare yards per bouse represents a total of 60,000 
millions of square yards to spare for waterways, railways, 
public institutions, manufactories, and public parks, 

A matter of 12,400,000 acres is not readily absorbed 
by theee things, Allowing ten millions of acres for rail- 
ways, waterways, gee institutions, mannfacvories, etc., 
there would still left 2.400,000 acres which could be 
legitimately devoted to public parks and recreation- 
grounds, Allowing one square mile, or 640 acree—a 
goodly 5 for each of these, there would then be 
8,700 suc! ks for distribution over the country.

“ Then I gather tbat your paper is to be in the main a 
class journal for artists and the patrons of art.” 

“No, that is only one feature and not even the most

“ Another thing which I think will turn out well, is 
the Parliamentary feature ; it will be treated on opposite 
pages by a red hot Radical and a steady-going Conserva- 
tive, with appropriate sketches. We shall attempt to 
reproduce the week's news in a slight, readable way, and 
to give a bright pictorial summary of everything that 

on.” 

“ Who have you got to write for you ?” 

“The best journalists of London. Not literary men— 
that is, I mean, not literary men who have nothing to do 
with journalism. The cover bas been designed by Linley 
Sambourne, and, as you can see, is very attractive.” 

“Do you affect any particular style of art more than
